has declared ehe will not endure.

The net loss in tonnage was to-day 30 per cent. 
less than that anticipated in an estimate 
prepared for the Cabinet early in July. 
The total loss from the beginning of this 
war in ships of over 1,600 tons gross was 
14 per cent. 

While our measures for dealing with the sub- 
marines were improving, the Germans had 
not yet reached their maximum strength 
in the production of submarines. There 
was, therefore, need for strict economy. 

Referring to the measures for expediting ship- 
ping, he pointed owt that existing yards 
would be extended, and in addition four 
new national shipbuilding yards would be 
necessary. The output of merchant ton- 
nage for the first nine months of 1917 was 
123 per cent. higher than in the corre. 
spending period of last year, and “very 
considerably higher than the total output 
for 1915. Standard vessels had been 
ordered, representing nearly a million tons 
of shipping. Of these nearly one-half were 
under construction, while a limited num- 
ber were completed and in commissien. 

Referring to the loss of the Scandinavian con- 
voy in the North Seg, he said that it was 
impossible for the light forces at the dis.

Sir Eric Geddes, in his maiden speech on she 
Admifalty in the Commons yesterday, said 
that the Board of Admiralty consisted of 
eight naval officers and three civilians, in. 
cluding himself. The administrative work 
was growing to such an extent that the;

was still necessary, so that there would 
then be four civilian members. 

The members of the Board had been grouped 
inte two committees, one of which—-the 
Operations Committee—would deal with 
questions of large*naval strategy, and 
operational plans and the like.

and production, and with the fulfilment 
of the demands consequent on the opera: 
tions of the Naval Staff. 

The object underlying the organisation of the 
Board's procedure had been to decentralise, 
but at the same time to strengthen the 
control exercised by the Board over the 
business of the Admiralty as a whole, and 
to expedite and regularise the eatire 
system. 

There had been added to the operations side of 
the Naval Staff a new section, consisting 
of younger officers with recent experience 
of the Grand Fieet, under a Flag Officer, 
who had left that Fleet to take up his 
present position. Thus the Naval Staff 
would in ever-increasing touch with the 
Grand Fleet and other Commands, and he 
looked with confidence to the results of 
this arrangement. 

With reference to the publication of lost ton: 
nage retarns, he regretted that it had not 
been possible to arrive at any form of 
publication which weuld not convey most 
valuable information to the enemy, which, 
he was sure, they did not now possess.

THE NET REDUCTION. 

The net reduction in tonnage in the last four 
months ie to-day 30 per cent. less than was 
estimated by me in July. 

The total net reduction since the begin- 
ning of the war, from all causes, in British 


mercantile shipbuilding. 

Now that the submarine is, for the present, 
at any rate, doing less damage, and the re- 
sources of the country are again being devoted 
to a far greater and increasing extent to the 
upbuilding of the Mercantile Marine, I look 
to the net result being still more favourable. 

EFFICACIOUS MEASURES. 

To summarise the submarine warfare—our 
defensive measures have, ing the past eeven 
mcnths, proved so efficacious that in spite of an 
mereased number of ships passing through the 
denger zone, there has been a steady and very 
great reduction in the damage dove by the 
enemy’s under-water craft. 

Meantime, we are sinking enemy sub- 
marines to an increasing extent. Our offen- 
sive measures are improving, and becoming 
more effective, arg will still more consider- 
ably improve and multiply. 

But, on the other hand, on the best informa- 
tion before us, I believe that the Germans are 
building submarines faster than they have 
heretofore been able to do, and that they have 
not yet attained their maximum etrength. It 
appears true, therefore, that in submarine war- 
fare, as elsewhere, it is becoming a test of de- 
termination, grit, and ingenuity between the 
twe contending forces. For the present, I come 
to the conclusion that the eubmarine warfare is 
going well for us. The enemy has done far less 

amage than he hoped, and, as I have told the 
House, less than we estimated. At present one 
may be justified in looking to the future with 
corfidence and determinati onfident t 
the enemy will fail. 

IMPORTANCE OF A GOOD LOOK-OUT. 

Although we are doing a good deal by the 
vee of science and all kinds of weapons and 
appliances to defeat the submarines, there is one 
thing which in almost the most potent protec- 
tion against the submarine that exists. at is 
—the eyesight of the men whd keep a look-out. 
If the submarine is sighted by a good look-out, 
whether the vessel ie armed or not, it is 7 to 3 
cn the ship getting away. But in every ten at- 
tacks, when the submarine is not sighted, eight 
shipe go down. In other words, it ie 4 to 1 
against the ship if the submarine is not sighted. 
I have now dealt with the submarine situation 
and the reduction with regard to the merchant 
service. 

THE GERMAN POSITION COMPARED. 

What is the German position? At the out- 
break of the war Germany had five million tons 
of shipping. To-day half has been sunk by our- 
selves and our Allies. We have had a 14 per 
cent. reduction. 

ECONOMY IN COAL. 

In this matter we must not consider our- 
selves alone, but the Allies as a whole. The 
submarine warfare is going well with us. We 
have plenty of coal, but Italy and France have 
not, and it is, therefore, essential that jhe 

reatest economy in coal sHould be exercised. 

think the country has accepted the position 
that we must look forward to a long war. I 
see no signs of it being a short one. But we 
ean by economy help to defeat the submarine 
further. There will be further calls upon the 
shipping of the world. The huge army of the 
United States is preparing, and hra to be 
escorted to France, and our Italian Allies de- 
sire our help, and can only be helped if this 
nation continues to develop its home resources 
and to preserve its present potential and mari- 
time’ strength. I am convinced that for no 
people in this war hasit been more a test af 
great determination and endurance than for 
the people of these islands. 


REPLACING LOST MERCHANT TONNAGE. 
The question has been asked—whether we 
are building merchant tonnage at a sufficient 
rate to replace the submarine sinkings. The 
answer has been given in the negative. But it 
is unsound to take any one fact of output as 
vital, as against our losses. Our present - 
tion with regard t merchant shiphinE is “0th. 
terésting phenomenon in the war. It shows 
that, however quickly our resources are wasted, 
we can take courage that we are progressing. 
e nation set itself three years ago to become 
strong where it was week. This effort was 
achieved in part at the cost of the mercantile 
marine, and in part at the cost of the Navy. 
If we had continued during the war with our 
merchant shipbuilding on its pre-war level we 
should to-day have been between two and three 
million tons to the good. But excessive effort 
in one direction calis for restriction in another, 
and we were fortunate that we started well

Mr. Barry mentioned that at the previous 
meeting the Chairman had allowed a member 
of the Board to make a personal statement 
in reference to a matter bearing on the busi- 
ness of the port, and he now desired to make a 
statement in regard to certain things that had 
happened. Reference had been made to the in- 
surance of steamers, a matter on which there 
was great misapprehension in the minds of 
many members of the Board and of the public. 
He wished to explain the exact position in 
regard to the Government scheme of war risk 
insurance as it affected such companies as his 
and others trading cross-Channel to and from 
Dublin and other ports. Under that scheme 
al] riske must be soir through one recognised 
war insurance aasociaiion. Prior to 19th 
August laet the Government relieved the war 
clu of 8 per cent. of risk on hull and 
machinery values. These values were aécer- 
tained by taking the steamer's prime coat, then 
deducting depreciation at 4 per cent. per 
annum, and afterwards adding 50 per cent. 
Ae from that date the Guvernment decided to 
accept the whole risk of hull and machinery 
values, such values not to be ascertained on 
any fixed principle, but to be decided by a hull 
insurance committee, whose values proved to 
be in excess of those ascertained by the former 
standard. For instance, in the case of one 
steamer, fourteen years old, formerly ineured 
for £27,000, was insured under the new scheme 
for £44,500. A second steamer, six and a half 
years old, previously insured for £39,800, was 
now insured for £54,400. In the case of 
steamers built -within the last three years, but 
contracted for before the war, the tendency 
appeared to be to agree the valuation to some- 
thing like the cost plus 50 per cent. Since the 
new scheme the various war associations had 
opened a Class 2 insurance for war risk pre- 
miums, disbursements, ete., and subject to the 
discretion of their committee they would accept 
entries to this clases for amounts agreed on by 
the hull insurance committes, but no additional 
amount on any one steamer should exceed 
£25,000. In other words, if the owners were 
not satisfied that they were fully covered they 
could enter Class 2, and be covered for an 
edditiona!l £25,000, or else can go to the open 
market. These were the facts as they were 
today. In the Press during the past week 
there had been a multitude of correspondence, 
a multitude of fiction, and some truth. 

Mr. Litchfield asked if it was right to have 
the Board's time taken up in discussing corre- 
spondence that had arisen in the Press.

Until the 22nd October the only controlled ships 
mna the harbour of Dublin rere those 
owned Dy the London and North-Western Rail- 
way Company, and no other cross-Channel in- 
dependent steamship company was in no more 
favoured position than the City of Dublin 
Steam Packet Company. The former com- 
pany'e boate were taken over when the Go- 
verament took over the control of the railways 
in England, and no cross-Channe!l company in 
the British Isles sought to be brought under 
control. They wanted, in fact, to be free 
They shunned contro]. In the letter to which 
he had referred, reference wes made to the 
Brit) and Irish Steampacket Company, which 
was an Irish company, formed in 1838, and 
registered in Dublin, and the firm of Withy, 
Furnes and Con.pany had no interest, directiy 
or mdirectly, with it Mr. Watson, who was 
a director of the British and Irish Company 
at the time when he was appointed manager 
and secretary, claimed the eredit of being the 
means of AE , him, but he (Mr. Barry) 
took it that Mr. ateon, with his experience, 
would not have appointed him if he was not 
the right man for the post. The Government 
had recertly asked him to take over the man- 
agement of some of the stramers of the City of 
Dublin Stean: Packet Company, and the Ship- 
ping Controller paid him the compliment oí 
saying chat he believed he (Mr. Barry) had the 
requisite experience and ability to carry out 
the work. With the consent of his directors 
he accepted the appointment. That morning 
the Director of cross-Channel Transportation 
had shown him a letter signed by Mr. John 
Leonard, stating that the Committee of the 
Irish Cattle Traders’ Association had passed 
@ resolution thanking Mr. Burgess for the 
— <1 gee in the shipping of cattle 
rom Dublin, and asking that al available 
shipe be used for the transit of cattle. He 
(Mr. Barry) had done his best, but, unfortun- 
ately, he had not been able to carry out his 
intentions to the fullest extent, for reasons 
which he would not state there. It was suffi- 
cient to say that on Tuesday everything was 
ready for the shipment of sho cattle and 600 
sheep, some of which had been detained 
for four days, but something hap- 
pened, and the steamer did 
until the next, day. He

AMERICA PREPARED FOR A 


LONG WAR. 

The military events of the last few days bave 
convineed those in responsible quarters, says the 
Washi nt of the Morning Post, 
that of an earl ace is gone ; : 
grimly, with all its ham Sa strength, the coun- 
try must face the prospect of a long war. 
Although the President and these near to him 
have discouraged any talk of peace being near, 
so as hot to weaken endeavour, it is known the 
the belief was held that next spring would see 
Germany on her knees, and y to accept the 
terms offered by the Allies. For the moment, 
the outlook is undoubtedly less favourable than 
it was a week or two ago. ‘Yet there is no 
weakening, no thought of peace without victory. 
Every German success, temporary though it be, 
brings the meaning of war more vividly to 
American comprehension, makes the American 
people see the danger that confronts them, 
should Germany be the victor, and imspires 
them with renewed determination to make a 
German victory impossible, so that American 
security shall not be threatened. In view of 
American assistance given to Italy in the form 
of money, materials, and shipping, and 4 
further important contribution now under con- 
sideration, it is not unlikely that Germany will 
force Austria to declare war against the United 
States. 


ANOTHER GERMAN MUTINY. 

Authentic details have reached me, says the 
Amsterdam Correspondent of the London 
Daily Express, of another grave naval mutiny, 
which broke out at Kiel early in September, m 
two German men-o’-war—the Kronprinz and the 
Schleswig. The men revolted against an order 
despatching a large number of them to the 
Submarine School for early employment in 
U-boat warfare. After refusing to obey this 
order, the infuriated sailors of the Kronprinz 
seized Admiral Schmidt and threw him over- 
board. Lieutenant Raul, the Admiral’s A.D.C., 
and another officer, were stabbed and thrown 
into the sea. A battle followed on the ships 
deck, in the course of which eight of the Ad- 
miral’s officers fired their revolvers on the 
sailors, who responded with rifles. Three 
officers and a large number of men were killed. 


GERMANY’S BRAZIL ARMY. 


In view of a threatened rising, says the 
res Correspondent of the Daily Meu, 
ans are concentrating troops in the 

Rio Grande (the most southerly province of 
Brazil), where German settlers of military age 
have been organised for war purposes. “ 
movement is viewed with uneasiness by the 
Uruguay and Argentine Governments, which 
are preparing to safeguard their frontiers, 
across which the Hun settlers, in case of hostili- 
ties, would be driven.

THE PROBLEM OF HELPING RUSSIA.

THE NAVAL AIR SERVICE. 
In this 1s included the Royal Naval Air 
Service, which aloBe has inc , from 700 to 
41,000.

by reports of bombing expeditions and other- 
wise.

| House if I give some indication of what the

| During September alone sixty-four raids were 
ri out on dockyards, naval depóts, enemy 
aerodremes, and other objects of naval and mili- 
tary importance. In Flanders, behind the 
enemy lines, no less than 2,736 bombs were 
drop by the Royal Naval Air Service alone, 
totalling 85 tons of explosives. The figures for 
October are not yet completely tabulated, but 
I still gather that there is no doubt that these 
raids result in great material and moral damage. 


THE MINE-SWEEPERS. 

Before closing this statement of naval 
activities, 1 would wish to mention the work of 
the mine-sweepers-and mine-layers and of their 
gailant crews, largely recruited from our hardy 
fishermen. Both these duties may be offensive 
as well as defensive. Is it not an offensive 
measure to lay mines at night in the tortuous 
channels of the enemy minc:.clds, with the pos- 
sibility of attack from his patrol craft, or dis- 
bovery and bombardment from his land 
guns? similarly, 1 it not an offensive 
measure for the mine-sweepers to go into 
the enemy minefields, which are protected, to 
sweep a passage as they have done to enable 
their comrades of the submarine or the light 
surface craft to follow in the next night. ‘he 
late Prime Minister (Mr. Asquith) once said 
in a speech which he made on the Fleet, that 
naval operations are of necessity conducted in 
the twilight. It is that very twilight which 
keeps the public, and, I regret to say, this 
House, in-partial ignorance of their work. In a 
war such as this, which has continued so long. 
and which will still continue long, during whic 
the development of modern weapons has been 
so great, it is inevitable that uninformed criti- 
cism.. however honest of intention, should do 
scanty justice to those men who, day by day, 
are fighting the country’s battles or bearing 
the great responsibility of conducting the cam- 
paign by sea. 

UNFAIR CRITICISM. 

I regret that in certain quarters there should 
be what. I call unfair criticism of distinguished 
officers in the Navy to-day. (Hear, hear.)

HOUSING AFTER THE WAR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srz.—Mr. William Field, M.P., and Mr. PB. J. 
Brady have elicited from the Chief Secretary 
the important information that municipal coun- 
cils in Ireland will get their proper share of 
the grant to be given tow housing echemes 
for the United Kingdom. It is, therefore, de- 
sirable that municipal authorities throughout 
the country should get their schemes formu- 
Jatea as soon as possible, and submit them to 
the Local Government Board for provisional 
approval, in order that this great work of 
national importance may be commenced with- 
out delay as soon as the grant is available at 
the termination of the war. 

Having regard to the enormously increased 
cost of building, efforta should made to 
cheapen the construction of the houses and the 
legal expenses in connection with the acquisi- 
tion of land for sites, etc. This matter is re- 
ceiving the earnest attention of the Association 
of Municipal Authorities of Ireland. Designs of 
difierent types of the most up-to-date cottages, 
with plans and specifications, may, perhaps, be 
provided by the Local Government Board, so 
as to standardise the houses to be built—an im- 
portant consideration in facing a national 
scheme of housing, euch as this will be. The 
building in of certain furniture, such as presses, 
dressers, etc., is well worth consideration. It 


is to be hoped that in the new schemes the | 


system of building long rows of dreary-looking 
dwellings will not be tolerated, and that, so far 
as possible, an attempt will be made to pro- 
vide gardens, open spaces, wide tree-shaded 
thoroughfares, and other modern town-planning 
ideas.—Yours, etc.,

SUGAR SUPPLIES IN 
IRELAND. 


DISTRIBUTION BY CARD. 

It is now authoritatively announced by the 
Food Control Committee for Ireland that a 
scheme of sugar distribution by card is to be 
put into operation in this country. The scheme 
will be built up in stages. The first is the regis- 
tration of retailers, forms for which will be 
available at all police stations throughout Ire- 
land next, week. The second stage is the regis- 
tration of those who obtain sugar in bulk, such 
as caterers. the managers of institutions like 
hospitals, asylums, hotels, boarding-houses, and 
manufacturers who use suger in the preparation 
of their products—for instance, ama 
biecuit-makers, and jam-makers.

It will be well for the public to grasp several 
points. One is that the Food Control Com- 
mittee do not desire to ke harassed with per- 
sonal or written inquiries on any point of the 
gcheme, sa they will in due course make an- 
nouncements of the procedure laid down and 
the steps to be taken by various sections of the 
public. Owing to several factors, there is no 
desire to be bound to dates, though it is hoped 
that the distributian of cards Ac pin Áosan, in 
Deeember and be completed early in January, 
It will not necessarily proceed simultaneously 
through the country. Zz 

It mg“ be mg mhin that no definite 
amount of sugar per head can yet be stated to 
be available, and that the quantity will ia 
bably vary from time to time, according to su 
plies reaching the country. When the quantity 
is reduced, however, it is to be reduced propor- 
tionately all round, except that hospitals and 
infirmaries wil) given a preference. It may 
also be found necessary to give a preference to 
children. Retailers must supply equal amounts 
per head all round. They will not be permitted 
to supply a week's allowance in advance. 

A wethod of checking sales which is being 
widely adopted in England is for the retailer 
when he bas given out a week's allowance for a 
family, to move the corresponding card from 
one box to a second box, ready for the following 
week. ough severe penalties, including im- 
prisonment, are prescribed for fraud in eqnnec- 
tion with the scheme, it will depend for its 
success upon the hearty and honest co-operation 
of all. Till it is in thorough working order 
difficulties may be experienced, as time will be 
required to evolve order from the present bad 
state of distribution. Hitches, too, may occur 
through temporary or local causes.

Honan, South Lancashire Regiment, previously 
reported “wounded and missing™ on the 
14th November 6, is now officially 
announced to have been killed ín action 
on that date and interred in the 
tritieh Cemetery. Grandeourt, France, aged 3B. 
He was son of the late Robert Burke Honan, 
of Priace’s Park, Liverpool. formerly of Cork, 
and was educated at Ampleforth Abbey College, 
Yorkshire. By profession Captain Honan was 
an architeét, and a F.R.I.B.A. He did some 
goorl e clesiastical and municipal work in Liver- 
and before going on active service he was 
and secured large numbers 
of Lancashire men. In November. 1914, he ob- 
tained a commission in the South Lancashire 
Regiment, and was promoted Captain in five 
months In Mav, 1915, he went to Gallipoli 
with the 29th Division, being attached to the 
Lancashire Fusiliers. He saw a great deal of 
fighting on the Krithia front, where he was 
severely wounded by shrapnel in the head, and 
was invalided home with’enteric fever. He was 
mentioned in deapatches for great coolness, 
initiative, and conspicuous bravery in action, 
and recommended for the Military Cross. In 
October, 1915, he wus gazetted into the Regular 
Army to the South Lancashire Regiment. In 
Reptember. 1916, Captain Honan went to 
France When bravely leading his men into 
action on the Somme he was severely wounded 
in the back and arm, and was carried to a shell 
hole for safety Every possible search and in- 
quiry proved fruitless, and he was for many 
months among the missing. The account re- 
ceived of his coolness, courage, and devotion to 
duty will surprise no one who had the privilege 
of his friendship.

WOMEN AND THE WAR. 


The supporters of the Linen Guild of Sir 
Patrick Dun’s Hospital met yesterday afternoon 
at the institution in Dublin. The Marchioness of 
Anglesey presided, in the absence of the 
Countess of Pembroke and Montgomery. 

Lady Walker first proposed a resolution :— 

The Committee and members of the Linen Guild 
of Sir Patrick Don's Heppital, at this, their first, 
annual meeting since the death of Mr. Frank 
Hutton, desire to convey to Mra. Hutton the great 
aympathy they feel for her in her bereavement, aml 
deep regret at the irreparable loss she has svuetained. 

Rev. Harvey Stewart was its seconder, and 
the vote of condolence passed. 

The Hon. Secretary (Miss J. E. Hughes) made 
her annual report :— 

The Guild had had another 
Thanks to the loyalty of its 
kindness of many tiriends, it 
seppiy all the linen and bedding the hospital re 
quired; and thusa, for the seventh year in succetsion 
the hospital funds had been saved any expenditure 
under these headings. The extra beda how being 
ased for the accommodation of wounded sokdiers, 
and the greatly increased coset of materials, united to 
make the work of the Guild at once more needed 
and more difficult than ever before. In view of 
these facta, the Committee carnestly appealed for 
miditional aid. Annual subscriptions, lange or small, 
would be gratefully received and acknowledged; and 
every donor could feel assured that their eubecrmp- 
Lion was laid out to the best advantage of the 
baspital 

Mr. Russell read the report of the Hon. Trea- 
surer (Mrs. Hutton) :— 
said thaí this year the Guild's receipts 
from all sources had consierably increased They 
had received £105 6,2, and had expends’ £111 
4/7: in other words, their expenars had exceeded 
their incoine by over £8, thus reducing their bel- 
ane in hand from £55 3/9 to £26 15/4. 


SIR JAMES CAMPBELL. 

The Lord Chief Justice proposed to adopt 
the reports. He said he was glad to feel that, 
notwithstanding the strain and stress that this 
dreadful war had imposed upon them, and the 
constant and iucessant claims upon their libe- 
rality and bounty, they had not neglected their 
own great local charities, pre-eminent among 
which was that great and ancient institution, 
Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. Having touched on 
the Guild’s share in the alleviation of suffering, 
Sir James Campbell went on >—* Whatever has 
been, or may be, the outcome of this ordeal 
through which we are all passing, and which, I 
am sure, even to many here, has brought home 
direct suffering and bereavement, one result, 
think, is certain, and that is a great general 
feeling of sympathy with one another, that 
sympathy which makes the whole world kin— 
a great sympathy and care for the wounded, 
the poor soldiers who are victims either in their 
health or financially. I am quite sure that 
there will be a greater spirit of social relation, 
a feeling that, after all, this tremendous cleav- 
age between the rich and the poor, the humble 
and the great, was a mistake, and that one of 
the great realities that will emerge from the 
war will be a less inclination to keep our social 
system divided into compartments which have 
httle sympathy or co-operation with one 
another. Hear, hear.) am sure that the 
spirit of benevolence, of mutual tolerance, of 
sympathy and regard will be the distinguishing 
feature of the next generation. fou cannot 
find a better illustration of that, or a better 
indication for the realisation of this aspiration 
than in the magnificent response that had been 
made by the women of our ‘and in these last 
three years. (Applause.) I do not think that 
any of those, even those who, in the days before 
the war, realised all that was best and great 
in the female character—even they never 
realised that they would rise to the occasion in 
the way they have done. I am not referring 
now to those who are filling responsible and 
well-paid positions, which before the war, it 
had n assumed, in the vanity of the male 
sex, could only be filled, and properly filled, by 
themselves. war has been a revelation to 
us in that respect, because in some of the great 
exacting and exhaust occupations even of 
our commercial and industria! :ife courageous 
and devoted women have taken the place of our 
men who have gone to the front. ut what | 
admire, and for what I think our nation will 
always be grateful, is the unticing skill and 
devotion of women who have volunteered their 
services in what may be the most trying ordeal 
that women have gone through; the women 
who have nursed men who have been the 
victims of war, men who have been maimed 
and wounded. It is no exaggeration to say that 
had it not been for the spontaneous effort made 
by them the work of our physicians and 
surgeons, not only at home, but at the front 
would be cripp to such an extent as would 
cause great suffering to our soldiers.” The Lord 
Chief Justice added that many of those ladies 
had been singled out for honour, But just as 
there were many men who acted as heroes day 
by day in the battlefield, but whose deeds were 
never noticed and never chronicled and never 
made known, so there were in our hospitals and 
institutions thousands of women who deserved 
recognition, but whose conduct and acts must 
in the natural course of events, remain un- 
noticed and unrewarded. He did not think that 
they would complain of that. It was inevitable 
when the whole nation was mobilised as our 
nation had been. They were doi that work 
not for the sake of reward, but for love of their 
land. for love of their country and its cause 
Sir Patrick Dun's Hospital was for years now 
working. in one of the most distressed and 
poorest parts of Dublin. Its surgeons had been 
the means of bringing succour and relief to 
thousands of their poor citizens. This must be 
a labour of love to everyone, from the greatest
